Mr. Chamberlain Suggests That the 
Boer Leader Visit England. 


LONDON, Feb. &—The dispatch of the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, Mr. 
Joseph Chamberlain, of Feb. 4, to the Gov- 
erner of Cape Colony, Sir Hercules Robin- 
son, was gazetted last evening.

“Since the convention of 1884 Great Brit- 
ain has recognized the Transvaal as inde- 
pendent internally; but its external rela- 
tions are subject to the control of Great 
Britain. There is no reason to anticipate 
that a foreign State will dispute our : 
but it is necessary to state clearly that the 
Government intends to maintain, them in 
their integrity. Internally Great Britain is 
justified, in the interests of South Africa as 
a whole, and for the peace and stability of 
the Transvaal, to tender friendly counseis 
regarding the newcomers, mainly British 
subjects. i 

As the statement involves so many de- 
tails which are easier settled by a personal 
conference, Chamberlain suggests to 
President Kruegér that if it is convenient 
and agreeable to him he should come to En- 
giand. 2
